Lethbridge to Calgary Line to Be Ex- 
tended—The Langdon Branch to be 
Run a few Miles East of Irricana 


Montreal.—Arrangements have been 
made by Mr. Wm. Whyte, second vice- 
president of the U, P, K. at Winnipeg, 
jour the coming season’s construction 
prograinme in the west. 

1nis is pretty extensive and i..cludes

Much of this work is in the nature

‘VYhe programme as stuted by Mr.

Mr. Whyte state 
tiuat while the broad outlines had been 
decided upon, the details had not yet

probably not be completed during the 
yeur, although energetic work will be 
carried on in every direction, 

Fuilowing are the details of the work

PLAN FOR WATERWAYS 


SCHEME TO CONNECT WINNIPEG 
AND ROCKIES BY WATER 


Senator Davies Creating Interest in 
the Proposal to Build an Immense 
Waterway System Across the Three 
Prairie Provinces—Development of 
Such a System Would Prove Great; 
Regulator of Freight Rates. 


Ottawa.—Senator Davis asked for 
surveys and reports on the proposals 
to improve the navigation of the Sas- 
katchewan river to facilitate freight 
and passenger transportation from the 
foot of the Rocky Mountains to Winni- 


pes He stated that little had been 
heard of the development of the water 
} routes in the west because the popu- 
lation had been sparse, but the coun- 
try was settling up and the question 
would have to be taken up. Much 
money had been spent in the water 
route of the west. 

With a little improvement a watcr- 
way could be opened from Edmonton | 
to Winnipeg by way of the North; 
| Saskatchewan and Saskatchewan riv- 
ers, and Lake Winnipeg, and by the 
South Suskatchewan between Medi- 
cine Hat and Winnipeg. By the North 
| Saskatchewan Edmonton will be about 
650 miles to the forks and from Medi- 
cine Hat to the forks by the South 
Saskatchewan was 370 m.les. From! 
the forks the main Saskatchewan river | 
to Grand Rapids, was about 355 miles. 
At Grand Rapids there was a splendil 
fall of 71 feet. There were long wat r 
stretches which would require but 1 t- 
tle cormpoting in the way of sand bar 
removal and straightening of chan-; 
nels to provide first-rate navi ation. 

Transportation over the whole sys- 
tem could be accomplished with little} 
expense and trouble. There would 
have to be some cutting to bring Lake 
Manitoba, Winnipegosis and Lake 
Winnipeg into the system to provide 
water connection from Edmonton, 
Medicine Hat and Winnipeg. A short 
caval would give a water connection 
to Portage la Prairie. A canal woud 
bring Lake Winnipegosis in and give 
water access to the whole country of 
provinces. 

The development of such a water 
system trongh the west would prove 
a great regulator of freight rates:

The Passing of the Large Ranches 
Does not Appear to Effect the Cattle 
Trade in this Province—Mixed 
Farming and Stock Raising is Now 
Firmly Established, and the Cattle 
Industry is on More Stable Lines. 


Calgary.—The high-water mark of 
cattle shipments from Alberta was 
reached in 1906, according to a C. P. 
R. statement, The breaking up of 
large ranches into smaller areas devot- 
ed to mixed farming was confidently 
predicted to be the death knell of the 
cattle trade in this province. This 
prediction has not only not materiul- 
ized but the causé specified is shown 
to have quite the contrary effect. The 
figures for 1909 have not only reached 
but have passed the record of the fat 
year. It may be that large numbers 
of breeding stock were sent out conse- 
quent on _ restriction of ranges in the 
south and east, but on the other hand 
hundreds of small farmers have each 
contributed a few matured animals, 
aggregating a totul apparently suffici- 
ent to counteract the effect of the dis- 
persion of the lurge herds. 

Mixed yoreibe and stock feeding is 
now firmly established, and is spread- 
ing so rapidly that a year or two 
should see the cattle industry on mor: 
stable and economic lines than was 
possible under the old order of things. 

The heaviest increase in output is 
where the rancher has been displaced 
for the longest pattie and the districts 
become more thickly settled. 

The output has been distributed 
over a greuter part of the year than 
formerly—the natural result of multi- 
pee ownership and increase in feed- 
ng camps now existing over former 
{range country. 
| In the territory north and north-east 
jof Calgary served by the Calg and 
Edmonton line and the Wetaskiwin 
and Lacombe branches, the figures for 
1908 show an increase over 1907 of 65 
per cent. on cattle, sheep and hogs re 
spectively. 

This portion of Alberta has the larg- 
est number of small farms and 
ranches, it is therefore conclusive 
jproof that the stock industry is not 
eing destroyed by sett]>ment. 
Another satisfactory feature is that 
‘the returns to the produc r have been 
highly satisfactory and the amount 
of money distributed over this cattl>- 
produci ig area hee etrengethened the 
determination of the sma!l rancher to 
remain in the business. 

Shipments of horses show a satisfac 
tory increases of pera slightly in ad- 
vance of 1908 and foreisn inquiries 
backing the local demand should tend 
to a still further rise in values of 
{first-class animals.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. vii, 1-12. 
Memory Verses, 7, 8@—Golden Text, 
Matt. vii, 12—Commentary Prepared

When any truth is brought home to 
us by the Spirit how prone we are to 


ask: Does any one do it? What about 
such a one who makes a great pro- 
fession of having no anxious care? Do 
know if they really practice it at 
ome? Do you think that the preach- 
er himself lives that way? So ft goes, 
and instead of seeing Jesus only we 
are prone to see everybody but Jesus. 
Hence the admonition of our lesson, 
“Judge not that ye be not judged,” or, 
us it is elsewhere, ‘Let us not there- 
fore judge one another any more” 
(Kom. xiv, 13). Because, as in the con- 
text, all believers shall stand before 
the judgment seut of Christ and every 
one of us shall give account of him- 
self to God. We are so peculiar that 
it is generally easier to see the mote 
in another’s eye than the beam that 
is in our own eye, wherens if we our- 
selves were right with God we would 
have only love for all others, and, be- 
ing very conscious of our own infirm- 
ities, we would have only prayerful 
compassion for those of others, Christ 
for us in our stead on the cross ob- 
tuined for us eternal redemption; 
Christ for us in heaven at the right 
hand of the Father makes victory over 
sin our privilege, but because we do 
not know as we should the power of 
Christ in us by His Spirit we are more 
often stumbling blocks than samples 
of what the life of Christ really is. 
Yet the one thing we are here for is so 
to live that the world may know and 
believe that Jesus lives. 

In our last year’s studies in the Acts 
of the Apostles some of us were much 
impressed by the words ‘Jesus shewed 
Himself alive’ in connection with 
those other resurrection words, “Jesus 
shewed Himself" (Acts 1, 3; John xxi, 
1, 14). His own testimony was that 
He came not to condemn, but to save. 
To one sinner He suid, ‘‘Neither do I 
condemn thee; go and sin no more.” 
To another, “T ny sins are forgiven’’ 

John iii, 17; viii, 11; Luke vii, 48). 

e did condemn the self righteous, 
fault finding, hypocritical Pharasees, 
but He never had even a seemingly 
harsh word for the penitent sinners or 
for any truly desirous to be His dis- 
ciples. Such love as His is heavenly;

Dormice immune to Snake Bite. 

Three animals buve long been known 
to be immune to the bites of snukes— 
the pig, the porcupine and the mon. 
goose. Acvording to M. G. Billard, 
a uaturalist of Clermont-Ferrand, 
France, the common or garden dor- 
mouse must be added to this list. ‘his 
Hitle animal does not hesitate to tight 
a viper and kill the reptile. Of course 
he would be belpiess if attacked by a 
big rattlesnake, for this would swalicw 
biin at one guip. M. Hillard injected 
four milligrams of dried viper pol- 
son into a dormouse with absolutely 
ho effect. Half an hour after the in- 
Jection the durmouse was nibbilng an 
apple as if vothing bad huppened. ihe 
dormonse weights ‘only two ounces, 
and the amount of venom be reveived 
was enovgh to kill eleven pounds of 
socb apimais as rabbits and guin 
pigs. ™ 


Imperishat's Pavement. 

A new paving material devised br a 
French engineer consists of tbe tron 
shavings from lathes and similar ma- 
chines, which are nixed witb cement, 
making w combination which ts uimost 
indestructible. in making paving 
blocks according to this process a mold 
ia filled with these iron shavings and 
the interstices filled with cement 
grout sutticiently fluid to penetrate tbe 
entire mass, ‘I'he blocks thus formed 
are suid to possess great’ strength and 
resixtunce. to abrasion and also (whut 
seems less credible) elasticity under 
blows or jarring. ‘Tests made of such 
blocks are eald to bhuve shown a re- 
sistance to coipresnion of about 150,- 
000 pounds a square inch and at a 
tensile strength four times that of 
neat cement.—Chicago Journal, 


Conducting Without Baton.

There is a desire on the part of 
every normal, ambitious young man 
to become the owner of a liome. 
The “Great West?’ hae settled up 
so rapidly during recent decades 
that it has become a serious ques- 
tion which confronts the young peo- 
ple of today, who are living in the 
densely populated cities of the 
country, where shall we go to find 
cheap Jands and make us a home?

this whole crop, but a much better 
price for these products will be ob- 
tained, as it is the intention of the 
owner of Eagle Lake Farm to make 
a specialty of raising grain and 
potatoes for seed. 

Besides raising the above crop the 
manager has broken up 750 acres of 
prairie sod, prepared the ground 
and put in 280 acres of winter 
wheat, plowed 100 acres of stubble, 
built four miles of wire fence and 
vonstructed an up-to-date root cellar 
20x80, capable of holding several 
thousand bushels of potatoes, 
thoroughly ventilated and so ar- 
ranged that it may be entered the 
coldest’ day in the winter without 
fear of injury to the contents, For 
this work the owner paid the man- 
uger nearly $3,000, ‘This work and 
the raising of the crop was ac- 
complished in about 120 days. 
Where can any agricultural land be 
found at a moderate price that will 
produce such results? 

What has been done on Eagle 
Lake Farm can be done by other 
men bere in Alberta, Young men

Modern enterprise is making it 
possible for the busy business man 
of the cities to have a share in the 
profits of farming.

returns tor the shareholders, It ix 
expected to have crop returns from 
all the company farms this year.

tion of Professor George Severance, 
who was, until recently, the heac 
of the Washington State College 
Experimental Farm at Pullman.

Where, then, comes in the fight? Who 
are the foes? Surely none would as- 
suil a non-resistant! 

We reply that the facts do not bear 
out that suggestion. Our Lord and 
his apostles were peaceable and non- 
resistant, obedient to king and laws, 
and yet they suffered violent deaths, 
as well as stripes: and imprisonment. 
They had their names cast out as 
evil, And those who persecuted and 
maligned them verily thought that 
they did God’s service. All who fol- 
low in the Lord’s footsteps must ex- 

ct similar treatment, because, as 
Sesus said, “The servant is not great 
er than his Lord.”

doctrinal surrenders necessary to} 
Church Federation was held to-day, 
Brooklyn’s largest auditorium, tho 
Academy of Music, being crowded. 
Pastor C. T. Russell, of the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, delivered the address as 
follows: 

Having viewed during the past three 
Sundays what the leading denomina- 
tions would need to sacrifice to the 
interest of Federation, we come to- 
day to the final discussion of this 
geries—The Church Militant and 
Triumphant and her interest in the 
Federation movement. Let us en- 
deavor to take s0 broad a view of this 
subject that there will be no room for 
disagreement on the part of true 
Christians of any denomination. 

Unnecessary as it may be to explain 
to this large and intelligent audience 
the significance of our topic, The 
Church Militant and the Church Tri- 
umphant, I must think beyond the 
thousands present of the millions who 
to-morrow will receive reports of this 
discourse from that great channel of 
the world’s progress, the secular 
Press. Hence 1 explain that the term 
Church Militant signifies the Church 
in warfare, struggling with the pow- 
ers of evil, while the Church Trium- 
phant signifies the Church victorious, 

lorious, joined with her Lord, the 

eavenly Bridegroom, as his Bride 
and Queen in the great Millennial 
Kingdom soon to bless and uplift the 
world of mankind. I should further 
add that while in this discussion we 
have considered the various denomin- 
ations of Christendom and their 
creeds, we must to-day ignore all 
human systems and creeds. We must 
take the broad, general ground of the 
Scriptures and recognize ohly the 
Church. 

Nor may we make the mistake of 
saying that the one Church is one 
Sect. No sect, no denomination, 
however great and influentia] and 
mumorous and rich, either in sordid 
or historic wealth, can be conceded 
the right to appropriate the name 
which our Lord gave to all truly his 
disciples. Surely none of us is sec- 
tarian enough to dispute this premise. 
We must learn to recognize the 
Church of Christ from the same view- 

int as does the Head:of the Church. 

e must learn the force of St. Peter's 
words to Cornelius, ‘Of a truth I per- 
ceive that God is no respecter of 

rsons; but in ever, io that 
_feareth_him.-and-’worketh righteous- 
ness is accepted with him’’ (Acts x, 


MM, 35). 

Taking, therefore, the Scriptural 
view of the Church, we recognize it 
as the “Body of Christ” of man 
members, over which he is the Head. 
It is composed of consecrated follow- 
ers of Christ irrespective of all de- 
nominational lines—those who, turn- 
ing from sin, accept Jesus as their 
Redeemer, through whom they have 
forgiveness of sins and reconciliation 
to the Father—those who have become 
disciples of Christ, taking up their 
cross to follow him and who have 
Teceived the begetting of the holy 
Who could dispute that these 


“Marvel not, if 
the world hate you, ye know that it 
hated me before it hated you. If ye 
were of the world, the world would 
love his own; but because ye are not 
of the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the world 
hateth you” (John xviii, 18,19). The 
Master said, ‘Ihe darkness hateth 
the light,” which explains why the 
thief relizioniats of his time, being of 
wrong condition of heart, instigated 
his crucifixion, They were of the 
darkness, living outwardly holy, while 
in heart they were far from con- 
secrated to God. The very holdin 
up of the torch of Truth was painfu 
to them, reproved them and excited 
their animosity. Human nature is 
the same to-day. Notwithstanding 
the fact that heretic-roasting has 
come unpopular and intolerable to 
the world, there sre methods of pri- 
vitely and symbolically roasting, 
slashing, wounding and killing prac- 
ticed by those estranged from God, 
though sometimes highly esteemed of 
men and wearing vestments only 
slightly less glorious than those worn 
by Caiaphas and Pil:.te. 

The Scriptures explain that there is 
a two-fold rexson why Jesus and all 
of his followers are required to suffer 
for righteousness’ sake. 

(1) It is requisite to their own char- 
RcuerevRiopmMnent tie ey — 
not only profess absolute loyalty to 
God und to Truth, but that this loyal- 
ty should be put to the test. Thus 
we read of our Lord that though 
“holy, harmless, undefiled,” he was 
proved perfect in his loyalty by the 
things which he endured—by his 
Bhadlence even unto death, even the 
ignominious death of the cross. The 
same principle, the Scriptures assure 
us, operates in connection with all 
whom God is now calling to be Em- 
manuel’s associates in the Millennial 
Kingdom. They must suffer with hin 
if they would reign with him. They 
must walk in his steps (Galatians v, 
11; vi, 12; IL. Thess: tonians i, 5; Il. 
Timothy i, 12; ti, 9, 12; iii, 12). 

(2) These experiences are desizned 
of God to qualify us to be judges of 
the world anne the Millennial Age 
—that the Christ, Head and Body, 
may be merciful ond frithfuletowards 
the people of oarth. Likewise it is 
proper that the world should know 
that its judges have thus been tempt- 
ed and tried, and are able to sym- 
pathize with them in their weaknesses 
and in their endeavors for righteous- 
ness—and mor? willing to help then 
up, up, up to human perfection thar. 
to consign them to the Second Death 

Although this conflict has lasted for 
more than eighteen centuries it has 
not been long for any single individ- 
ual. With the Master himself the 
trial period was only three and a half 
years. On the whole, as compared 
with eternity, the entire Gos Age 
of Sacrifice, as the Master said, is but 
‘a little while.” And ns for the af- 
flictions and testings themselves, St. 
Paul gives the proper thought, say- 
ing, that at most they are “light af- 
flictions but for a moment and not 
worthy to be compared with the glory 
thet shall be revealed in us,” the 
overcomers (Romans viii, 18), 

The Church in glory and in power 
will contain no ypocrites and no 
merely nominal Christinns—only the 
true, the saintly, the “sanctified in 
Christ Jesus.” Nevertheless it will be 
composed of two classes, as illustrat- 
ed by the Priests and the Levites in 
the type. (1) Jesus glorified, the anti 
typienl High Priest, and his faithful 
footstep followers. the antitynical un- 
der-priesthood—otherwise his ‘‘Bride,” 
Priesthood or a Kingdom of Priests. 
St. Paul tells us that Melchizedek, 
who was a priest upon his throne 
merely typified the Church Trium- 
phant—Head and Body—The Christ 
‘A priest forever after the order of 
Melchizedek”—a pricat upon his 
throne. During the* Millennial Age 
that glorious Priest, Head and Mem. 
bers, will bless and uplift, rule and 
judge, the world of mankind, with » 
view to recovering as many 48 pos- 
sible, as munv as will obev him,

othy iii, 15). Let us keep strictly 
within the lines of God’s Word and 
‘avoid the errors of the past. Let us 
to-day consider this Church as the 
Church Militant and _ prospectively 
the Church Triumphant, 

If we all agree that we have before 
our minds the real Church, the 
Church of the New Testament, let us 
notice that there is a nominal Church 
also and that we are not competent 
to fully determine which are the real 
and which are the nominal Christians 
except by the test which our Lord has 
given—“by their fruits ye shall know 
them.” hile the real Church of 
fully consecrated believers, faithful to 
the Lord and his Word and the prin- 
ciples of righteousness, is represented 
by a very small number, there is a 
nominal Church related thereto as is 
a shell to the kernel of a nut. The

PREMIER ON THE FLOOR, 


Sir Viilfrid te Past Master at Intro- 
ducing Measures. 

It seeme to be the fortune of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier to present to the 
House of Commons all the really great 
measures of Parliament. It was he 
who launched the National Trans¢on- 
tinental Railway bill on the stormy 
seas of discussion. Later he intro 
duced the bills granting autonomy to 
the Northwest Ferritor les. Quite re- 
cently he gave the House the sub- 
stanva of the measure creating a Can. 
adian navy, The autonomy bill might 
have been introduced by the Minister 
of tne Interior; the N.T.R. was pri- 
marily the business of the Minister 
of Railways, but Mr. Blair was out of 
sympathy with it and left the Gov. 
ernment. The navy bill was to have 
been Preretiees by Hon. Mr. Brodeur, 
but his unfortunate illness inter: 
vened 

For presenting the general effect of 
an important measure none is better 
equipped than Sir Wilfrid. He lacka 
the mastery of detail possessed by 
such a man as Mr. Fielding, and in 
the maze of committee discussion he 
may not be as adept as some of his 
Ministers. In a larger sense, how: 
ever, he is a shining star, for he has 
the eloquence, grace, imagination, 
fluency and commanding gesture. He 
does not burden his mind with the 
details of subsection one, but as in 
a vision he sees the effect of the whole 
measure, In the autonomy bill he 
saw two new commonwéalths born to 


the National Railway project he could 
see years ahead, when processions of 
settlers pouring over the plains would 
be calling for railways, and east of 
the plains he saw a new steel trail 
giving breadth as well as length to 
Canadhk. In introducing the navy bill 
he was more restricted, having al- 
teady spoken in the House on the 
same topic last year.

Col. Steele, Who Succeeds Gen, Bu!

Lieut.-Col. and Hon. Col. 8. B. 
Steele, C.B., M.V.O., has been selected 
by His Excellency the Governor-Gen- 
eral for the position of Honorary 
Aide-de-Camp, made vacant by the 
death of Brigadier-General Buchan. As 
the title itself implies, the appoint- 
ment of Honorary Aide-de-Camp is 
entirely an honorary one, the only 
duties attaching to it being to attend 
His Excellency at state functions, 
such as the bla of Parliament, 
State dinners, etc. But it is one of 
the very few honors which the Gov- 
ernor-General hus the privilege of per- 
sonally conferring without consulting | 
anybody, and as such it is very high: i 
yy Tegatded in the force, although 
there have been some asia n- 
judicious awards of honorary aide-de- 
campships in years gone by. There 
will certuinly no grumbling over 
the last appointment, for there is no 
More popular soldier in Canada to- 
day than Col. Steele. Most Canadians 
consider Col, Steele as a contribution 
of the Royal Northwest Mounted Po- 
lice to the Canadian Militia, He was 
80 long in the red-coated police, and 
was so closely identified with some 
of its most stirring episodes of ser- 
vice, that it has been generally for. 
gotten that he had seen considerable 
service in the Active Militia before 
joining the Mounted Police. It will 

remenibered that the organization 
of the Mounted Police in 1873 and 
1874 was entrusted to Lieut.-Col., now 
Major-Gen, Sir George French. Thia 
Officer at the time, was inspector of 
artillery and commanded A, Battery, 
Royal Canadian Artillery, then quar.

Col. Steele was then a sergeant in A, 
Battery, and it did not take much per.

the new force. He was posted as 
Troop Sergeant-Major to A. Division 
or Troop, and so wus part of the force 
detached under Inspector Jarvis to 
proceed via old Fort Carlton to Ed- 
monton, while French with the main 
body struck out for the whisky trud- 
er’s district in what is now Southern 
Alberta, Jarvis, on reaching Fort Ed- 
monton, Oct. 27, 1874, wrote a lengthy 
report to heudquarters in which he 
specially brought Troop Sergeant 
Major Steele's services to official no- 
tice. He wrote: “8.M. Steele has 
been undeviating in his efforts to as- 
sist me, and he has done the manual 
labor of at leust two men.” It might 
be expluined that for two or three hun- 
dred imilea of the last part of the 
march the detachment had to make 
its own roads, including considerable 
bridges and long stretches of corduroy, 
and the pores could not be used to 
any great extent, as they were half. 
starved, there being no tile for the 
last five hundred miles. After his 
record during this march, his promo- 
tion appeared inevitable, and it came, 
in due course, with the first increase 
in the estublishment.
